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An Ode to Punjabi Culture : Bhai Vir Singh

he tastefully decorated resi- 
dence of Bhai Vir Singh, gen- 
erally hailed as the father of the 
modern Punjabi literature, is perhaps 
the most beautiful house of the state 
dating back to the British time. The 
house provides a nice green space in 
the concrete commerial jungle of the 
posh Lawrence Road. 

While the houses of many Punjabi 
writers and poets, including Bawa 
Balwant belonging to Amritsar have 
either disappeared or are in dilapidated 
condition, the residence of Bhai Vir 
Singh remains intact and all belong- 
ings of the celebrity Punjabi writer 
have been preserved in the original 
shape. 

The picturesque residence, sur- 
rounded by lush green spacious gar- 
dens and orchard, which should have 
been pilgrimage centre for the Punjabi 
writers, is visited by few, as most of 
the residents of the city are not even 
aware about the rich heritage of 
Punjabi literature housed there. 

Interestingly, the Lawrence Road 
where his house is situated was 
named after Bhai Vir Singh about a 
decade ago. Teh palatial house, 
spread over five acres, has preserved 
almost all belongings of the great 
Punjabi writer even 55 years after his 
death. The old and unique hand pump 
installed by Bhai Vir Singh himself is 
another landmark of the house. Bhai 
Vir Singh himself installed the old idol 
of Lord Buddha in a beautiful comer of 
the house. 



Bhai Vir Singh was very versatile. 
He was poet, novelist and critic. He 
found spiritual lessons in the objects 
of Nature. A kikkar tree is a symbol 
of the spiritual seeker, who must face 
the barbs and arrows of the worldly 
people. The poet's choice of plants in 
his house tells us a great deal about 
him as a person. 

The sprawling house, with rare 
plants and herbs shows the rich taste 
and high thinking of Bhai Vir Singh and 
his love for Nature. A casual visitor 
gets astounded to find big trees, in- 
cluding chikoo, cheel, neem, walnut, 
mango, litchi, kachnar, jack fruit, ro- 
sary, frangipani, kadi patta, simbal, 
berry jujube, plum, banana anddheon 
in the house. Four bouquets taken 
from the garden of Bhai Vir Singh's 
house are taken to the Golden Temple 
every morning by the 85-year-old Bibi 
Amrit Kaur who lives in the house. 

Though the ancestral house of Bhai 
Vir Singh in Katra Garbha Singh in the 
walled city has disappeared, this new 
house bought from a Christian priest 
of a missionary school in 1 925 stands 
as a monument of the British era. He 
moved into this house in 1 930. 

Sardar Ujwal Singh and Teja Singh 
were instrumental in converting the 
house into a memorial after his death 
in 1957. His younger brother, DrBalbir 
Singh, whom he treated like his own 
son, set up a trust where the entire 
collection of the royalty of his works 
has been kept aside to continue his 
dream to nurture Punjabi literature. 



Unlike the residence of Bhai Vir 
Singh, the half-timbered house where 
William Shakespeare was born in 
1 564, continues to be the most cher- 
ished historic place and is a frequently 
visited tourist place. Descendants of 
the dramatist lived there until the nine- 
teenth century, and it has been a place 
of pilgrimage for over 460 years. 

The stunning house of Bhai Vir 
Singh could also be opened to public 
on this pattern. 

The rare furnishings and personal 
collections of Bhai Vir Singh feature 
exceptional furnishings and domestic 
items. It would not be wrong to say 
that the numerous aspects of his 
multifarious personality are on display 
here. The old furniture with unique 
carving, including a cot and a writing 
table, has been well preserved in the 
house. The exhibition in the gallery of 
the house deals with artifacts. This 
impressive house gets the visitor close 
to the room where the homeopathy 
medicines used by Bhai Vir Singh are 
preserved. Not to be missed are old 
tub and kitchen gadgets, including a 
wooden juicer. 

The hilly hut type room (seems 
replica of Hemkunt Sahib) constructed 
especially for the holy Guru Granth 
Sahib shows his unflinching faith in 
the Almighty. The secluded study room 
has preserved the rare manuscripts. 
The illuminated life-size pictures of 
Bhai Vir Singh in different rooms are, 
however, new additions which add to 
the beauty of the house. 
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Foreword 

In every part of our country and in every generation, we have had a few for 
whom the admirable ideal of convention and conformity does not suffice. The 
vision of perfection haunts them ; the thirst for the ideal possesses them. The 
struggle of the human spirit to rise above the setting of matter {anna) to the 
illumination of spirit (ananda) attracts them. Bhai Vir Singh is one of those 
representative Indians deriving inspiration from the classical wisdom of our 
land and living it before our eyes. In this world of easy-going contentment 
with small things, Bhai Vir Singh invites our attention to the goal of man's life: 

They say man is the crest of the wave of life ; 

But what is man, who is lost in the smoke 

of the fire that bums within him! 

For he is lord of creation only if he be lord of himself. 

Self-mastery cannot be had without pain. Suffering and sacrifice beckon 
to us, not as enemies but as friends. Tapas or austerity is the way to self- 
conquest: 

A piece of charcoal, I washed with milk, curd, and soap 
in the hope That its black might turn white. 
But no. Till it burned in fire, it did not glow. 

The triumph of spirit over flesh is the main theme of Bhai Vir Singh's 
poetry. From the English renderings, it is not possible for one to have a 
proper estimate of his poetic genius. I am glad that this Abhinandan Granth 
contains appreciations by some who are learned in the modem Punjabi 
language which has been greatly enriched by Bhai Vir Singh's writings. 

The saints of mankind do not seek power for its own sake but seek to win 
men's hearts by lives of active love and service. Bhai Vir Singh's work in 
connection with the Khalsa Tract Society, the Khalsa Samachar, the Chief 
Khalsa Diwan, the Khalsa College at Amritsar, the Sikh Educational 
Committee, the Central Sikh Orphanage, the Blind Asylum and the 
Homoeopathic Hospital at Amritsar are a few illustrations of his abounding 
love for suffering humanity. 

We need today men who ask us to lift our eyes from the narrow fanaticisms 
of the day to the heights of universal religion. It makes one sick, not only 
mentally but even physically, to think that we, so called civilised beings, 
should after centuries of enlightenment, be spending our time thinking how 
we can protect ourselves from the effects of atomic bombardment, how we 
can prevent poison gas from going down the throats of people. The world 
over, men are obsessed by the most fearful terror of the prostitution of man's 
knowledge to destructive ends. The life and work of authentic men like Bhai 
Vir Singh show that if the world is to be saved, knowledge should be redeemed 
by wisdom. 



The renowned journalist and former 
member of Rajya Sabha, Mr Kuldip 
Nayyar, had given funds for the library 
in the complex. 

Bhai Vir Singh took active interest 
in the affairs of the Singh Sabha Move- 
ment. He was a poet, scholar and 
major figure in the Sikh renaissance 
and in the movement for the revival and 
renewal of Punjabi literary tradition. 

Hemkunt Sahib Connection 

Bhai Vir Singh was instrumental in 
locating the site of Gurdwara Hemkunt 
Sahib. In the late nineteenth century, 
Sikhs began to search for Hemkunt - 
a place high in the Himalayan moun- 
tains and mentioned in the autobio- 
graphical "Bachitra Natak" of Guru 
Gobind Singh. The title of this work 
roughly translates as the "wonderful 
drama". 

Pandit Tara Singh Narotam, a nine- 
teenth century Nirmaia scholar, was 
the first Sikh to trace the geographi- 
cal location of Hemkunt. He wrote of 
Hemkunt as one among the 508 Sikh 
shrines he descibed in Sri GurTirath 
Sangrah (first published in 1884). 

Later, Bhai Vir Singh was instru- 
mental in developing Hemkunt after it 
had been, in a sense, re-discovered 
by another Sikh in search of the Guru's 
fap asthan. Sohan Singh was a re- 
tired granthi from the Indian army who 
was working in a gurdwara (Sikh 
temple) inTehri Garhwal. In 1932, he 
read the description of Hemkunt in 
Bhai Vir Singh's Sri Kalgidhar 
Chamatkar (1929). Bhai Vir Singh's 
description was so compelling that on 
reading it, Sant Sohan Singh resolved 
to search for the place where Guru 
Gobind Singh had meditated. 

With the inspiration of Bhai Vir 
Singh, the first y'afna (group of pilgrims) 
was formed and sponsored by the 
Chief Khalsa Diwan, Amritsar, in 1 952. 
In 1 958, the responsibility for Hemkunt 
Sahib shifted to the Chief Khalsa 
Diwan branch in Kanpur. 

The Sixth River 

Born on December 5, 1872, in 
Amritsar, Bhai Vir Singh was the el- 
dest of Dr Charan Singh's three sons. 
The family traces its ancestry back 
to Diwan Kaura Mall, who rose to the 
position of vice-governor of Multan, 
under Nawab Mir Mu'in ul-Mulk, with 
the title of Maharaja Bahadur. Baba 
Kahn Singh (1 788-1 878) was perhaps 
the first in the family to be regularly 
sworn a Sikh. Regarded as the Bhai 
Gurdas of the twentieth century, his 
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most important works are Guru Nanak 
Chamatkar, Kalgidhar Chamatkar, 
Baba Naudh Singh and Merey 
Saeeyan Jeeo. The government and 
Panjab University recognised Bhai Vir 
Singh's creative talent. The Govern- 
ment of India gave him the honour of 
Padam Shri. H. Chattopadhaya called 
him the 'sixth river in the land of the 
five rivers'. The officials of East Punjab 
University conferred a degree of 'Doc- 
tor of Oriental Learning' on him. 

The year 1898 saw the 
publicationof Bhai Vir Singh's novel 
Sundari, a landmark in the modern 
Punjabi literature. Some critics went

so far as to call it the first novel of the 
Punjabi language. He also wrote three 
excellent biographies: Sri Kalgidhar 
Chamatkar (1925), Sri Guru Nanak 
Chamatkar (1928), and Asht Gur 
Chamatkar (1951). 

Considered to be the harbinger of 
the modem Punjabi literature, Bhai Vir 
Singh wrote prose, novels, poems, 
plays and historical research. He also 
edited and published Prachin Panth 
Prakash and Janamsakhi, the life- 
story of Guru Nanak Dev.

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A Poetic Genius 



□ he last time I met Bhai Vir 
Singh was in Amritsar three 
months before his death. He 
was under the care of nurses and doc- 
tors. His bed and sitting rooms were 
heated by Canadian stoves and a con- 
stant watch was kept on the tempera- 
ture. The doctor had forbidden him to 
work or receive visitors. There were 
only a few exceptions to this rule; 
amongst them younger writers for 
whom Vir Singh had always a sort of 
personal regard. 

He walked into the sitting room 
slowly but unescorted. I touched his 
feet; he put his frail hand on my shoul- 
der and asked me to sit down beside 
him. He inquired about my children for 
he always loved children. He spoke 
with effort and paused for breath after 
each sentence and then became si- 
lent. He was never a man of too many 
words and the custom of the circle 
around him was to sit in silence and 
meditate. After ten minutes he looked 
up and smiled. I knew I was expected 
to leave. 

"When will you be going to the 
hills?" I asked. 

He raised one hand in a gesture of 
resignation and answered: "Who 
knows?" 

I got up and once more touched 
his feet. This time he took my hands 
in his soft warm hands which had the 
ability to stir deep emotions and with- 
out rhyme or reason bring tears in 
one's eyes. 

"Give my love to your daughter. God 
bless you." 

I hurried out of the room. It was 
obvious that his time was fast running 
out. He did not seem concerned be- 
cause to him life had meant reading 
and writing and the doctor had forbid- 
den him both. And he was of the philo- 
sophical mould who take both life and 
death in their stride. I left his house 
but the memory of his touch lingered 
for a long time. Therein lay the secret 
of one of the dominant themes in his 
poems a sensuous longing for physi- 
cal contact with God in the tradition 
of the Vaishnava and such writers-a 
sort of mystic belief that the touch 
would evoke the angelic in man and 
as a philosopher's stone transmute 
dross to gold:

You struck the chords 

And I burst in music 

like a harp attuned. 

You forsook me 

And I feel silent 

As one striken dumb 

Thy hand hath the Magic touch 

It makes the living come to life. 

The 'touch' had a mystical signifi- 
cance for Vir Singh. It occurs often in 
his writing: 

In a dream You came to me 
I leapt to hold You in my embrace; 
It was but a fantasy 
I could not hold 

And my arms ached with longing. 
Then I rushed to clasp Your feet 
To lay my head thereon: 
Even these I could not reach 
For You were high and I was low. 

This last meeting was a strange 
contrast with the first more than twenty 
years ago. Vir Singh was then over 
sixty and a legendary figure. He had 
become one in his twenties with the 
publication of his first novel Sundri. It 
is hard to believe that a man like him 
should have become the subject of 
such fierce controversy amongst a 
people who admired his writing, were 
grateful to him for what he was doing, 
and above all, who never joined a fac- 
tion against another or said one word 
of disparagement about anyone. The 
main criticism was against his allow- 
ing people to worship him — which in- 
deed thousands did — and his being 
surrounded by a circle which consisted 
largely of the wealthier sections of 
Sikh society. Young people were 
highly critical of him on these scores; 
amongst them I, who not only refused 
to touch his feet but made fun of 
people who made obeisance before 
him. Yet I lived to make my obeisance, 
touch his feet and give him the respect 
I would give no other living man. 

A man of Vir Singh's poetic genius 
and religious bent of mind would get 
little chance to escape the attentions 
of people in quest of spiritual values. 

From the age of twenty-six he be- 
came the central figure in Sikh affairs- 
and in a subtle way was far more pow- 
erful than the politicians and ministers 
who hit the headlines of newspapers 



every other day. This was for two rea- 
sons. He was the man who brought 
about a renaissance of the Punjabi 
language after a virtual lapse of more 
than two centuries. Vir Singh also gave 
a fillip to Sikh religion. Through his 
weekly journal Khalsa Samachar, his 
books Guru Nanak Chamatkar, 
Kalgidhar Chamatkar and many tracts 
which were given away in millions he 
told the story of the Sikh Gurus, their 
teachings and their achievements. His 
novels Sundri, Bijai Singh and Satwant 
Kaur which make dull and didactic 
reading today sold in thousands be- 
cause they gave the Sikhs 50 years 
ago exactly what they wanted; an 
assurance of the excellence of their 
faith, a pride in the valour of their fore- 
fathers and a confidence in the tradi- 
tions of orthodoxy handed down by the 
Gurus. For the Singh Sabha Move- 
ment which espoused these cases he 
was more responsible for its achieve- 
ments than all the other members put 
together. 

Vir Singh's reaction to the adora- 
tion that came his way was that of a 
modest man with a deep seated 
sense of humility. He was the one man 
who answered Gita's definition of 
Vidya-vinay Sampann a great humil- 
ity which comes to great learning. As 
people clamoured to see him and hear 
him speak, he became less and less 
visible. He never appeared at public 
functions; he never made a speech; 
he never allowed anyone to photograph 
him. Not one of his many books car- 
ried his name on its jacket and he had 
written more than any Indian dead or 
alive; his complete works would be 
bulkier than the entire set of the En- 
cyclopedia Brittanica. It represents 
over 60 years of uninterrupted writing 
of 6 to 8 hours a day. 

The sense of humility never left him 
and appears like a refrain in many of 
his verses. The achievement is never 
that of the human being but that of 
the Maker who is His instrument of 
expression. Sometimes this sense 
becomes that of being used or in the 
effeminate masochistic extreme of 
being misused-for a divine purpose: 

Thou didst pluck and tear me 

From the Branch 

Held me, breathed the fragrance

The first time I saw him at a public 
meeting was at a Kavi Sammelan in 
Sargodha where he sat obscurely 
mixed up with the people. The young 
boy had recited a stirring ballad which 
had moved Vir Singh and he had asked 
to meet him. The news went round the 
20,000 audience that Vir Singh was 
amongst them; they clamoured for his 
darshan because all had read or heard 
of him, very few had seen him. He was 
almost dragged to the microphone on 
the platform. Roars of "Sat Sri Akals" 
lasting a good 15 minutes greeted 
him. All he could do was to fold his 
hands and mumble: "Wahe Guruji Ka 
Khalsa, Wahe Guruji Ki Fateh." 
Whichever way he turned thousands 
of heads bowed to touch the ground 
like a field of corn bending to the 
breeze. No Sikh since the Sikh Gu- 
rus could have known worship the way 
it was offered to Vir Singh; no one 
deserved it more. 

Vir Singh did not look, live or be- 
have like a conventional saint. He was 
not lean or ascetic in appearance; he 
was of medium height, of stocky built 
and with a long flowing beard. He 
dressed well and lived like an upper 
class bourgeois in a large house with 
a larger garden. He was married and 
had two daughters. He kept an excel- 
lent table. He was a strict vegetarian 
and a great stickler for cleanliness. 
All fruit and vegetable was regularly 
washed in potassium permanganate 
before it was cooked or consumed in 
his house. He had a great love for his 
garden and grew exotic strains of cit- 
rus fruit and malta oranges. His 
favourite flower was the narcissus 
which blossomed in profusion in beds 
about his windows. 

He was not indifferent, to money; 
his poems fetched larger royalties than 
those of any other poet. Both he and 
his scholarly brother had a dominant 
voice in the affairs of a bank. 

It was only after the conferment of 
doctorates from universities, nomina- 
tion to the Punjab Council, the Sahitya 
Akademi award for "Mere Saiyan Jeo" 
and the Padma Vibhushan that the 
other people got to hear of him. That 
was not surprising for although he was 
not narrow in his outlook and had close 
associations with innumerable Hindus 
and a lifelong friendship with a Mus- 



lim Doctor, Sikhs and Sikh religion 
were his only preoccupation. 

The dominant impression that Vir 
Singh left on his visitors was one of 
gentleness. He spoke softly and what 
he said had the soothing quality of a 
salve. Here again there was the mys- 
terious something which he attributed 
to the Guru in his writing and pos- 
sessed in good measure himself- 

As a cloud ambling along 
For a moment tarries 
To cast a cool shadow on the 
Parched earth 

And send a welcome shower. . . 



Vir Singh has gone but in his case 
it certainly is the casting off of worn- 
out clothes and donning new ones. 
Even while he lived people knew him 
only through his writings which will live 
forever. Whenever the Punjabi lan- 
guage is spoken, there will Vir Singh's 
name be spoken too. And whenever 
the Sikhs begin to doubt their faith, 
there will be Vir Singh's spirit to in- 
spire them and beckon them to the 
fold.

Sundari is estimated to be the wid- 
est read novel in Panjabi; it is com- 
monly acknowledged to be the first 
written in the language.The author, 
Bhai Vir Singh (1 872-1 957), who later 
became famous as a poet and savant, 
conceived the story while he was still 
in high school; a portion of it was writ- 
ten then as well. The British had oc- 
cupied the Panjab nearly four decades 
earlier. With them came the English 
language, Western science, and the 
Christian missions. A ferment of new 
ideas was brewing in the Panjab. 
Sikhs, from whom the British had 
seized the territory, were over-taken 
by a mood of self-introspection. There 
was concern about the recession of 
ethical standards that went with the 
decline of political power and the lax- 
ity of religious practice. Bhai Vir Singh, 
was fed as a young boy, on stories of 
Sikh heroism and sacrifice of the eigh- 
teenth century, chose to recreate in 
his novel that stirring period with a view 
to resurrecting Sikh moral values. He 



took a woman to be 
his principal character, 
personifing the virtues 
of faith, courage, and 
sacrifice. As he him- 
self announced, "In 
writing his book our 
purpose is that by 
reading these ac- 
counts of bygone days 
the Sikhs should re- 
cover their faith. They 
should be prepared 
actively to pursue their 
worldly duty as well as 
their spiritual ideal.... 
They should learn to 
own their high prin- 
ciples... and adhere to 
the Guru's teaching: 
'Recognize all humankind as one'." 

Bhai Vir Singh published the novel 
in 1898. It "gained immediate popu- 
larity and caught the imagination of 
the Sikhs as no other book has. Per- 
haps no other Panjabi book has been 
read more....For vast numbers of 
people Sundari has been a real per- 
son, an embodiment of faith, chastity, 
and courage. They have loved and 
admired her. They have shed tears 
over her trials and they have heaved 
sighs of relief at her providential es- 
capes. Her name has become a by- 
word in Panjabi homes. Many were 
inspired by her deeds of chivalry into 
initiation in the Khalsa." The legend of 
Sundari has since lived on in the 
Panjabi Sikh consciousness as dem- 
onstrating the moral ideals be- 
queathed by the Gurus. The book 
opens with the jubilant anticipation of 
Surasti's marriage. Shama's house is 
defined as belongning to one "whose 
daughter was to get married." Even in 
modem India, this for many an ear may 
sound an anomaly, for the daughter 
traditionally belongs to the father's 
house. Bhai Vir Singh thus reverses 
the order: it is the daugher who in his 
instance gives identity to Shama the 
father's house. Her name, Sundari,

can be traced to the Vedic goddess 
Sarasvati who has been worshipped 
by millions of Hindus as the bestower 
of knowledge and learning. We first 
encounter Surasti in the courtyard of 
her house, where she is singing, danc- 
ing and laughing in the company of 
friends. In beauty Surasti outshines 
all the maidens. She is like the "moon 
amidst the stars." Soon thereafter, she 
is abducted from the jocund crowd by 
the Mughal chief who is out hunting 
with his entourage; laughter in the 
house immediately turns into tears. 

Surasti's father, brother, bride- 
groom-to-be, and two members of her 
village pancayat go to the chief to 
plead for her return. The father joins 
his hands and respectfully begs the 
Mughal to return his daughter. The son 
follows suit, requesting the Nawab to 
return his sister as "charity". The fi- 
ance falls at the chief's feet, offering 
all his wealth in exchange for Surasti. 
The pancayat members also humbly 
make the request. "But why would the 
Nawab give back a dazzling jewel?" 
asks the chief. Surasti's brother falls 
unconscious. Her father weeps. The 
fiance, fearing to lose his property to 
the chief, runs away. In contrast to this 
display of weakness, Surasti boldly 
unveils her face and with authority in 
her voice asks the pleaders to return. 
To her fainted brother she undauntedly 
says, 'The Mughal's water I will not 
drink. Die I will in the fire." She then 
decides to immolate herself. The act 
is contemplated not in despair but as 
a means of demonstrating fortitude. 
There is no remorse and, instead of 
frenzy, there is trust in the eventual 
goodness that shall prevail. For that 
reason, Surasti is heard reciting 
passeges from Guru Nanak's japu, 
when her brother arrives. 

This brother, Balvant Singh, had 
become a Sikh, having received the 
rites of Khalsa inititation, and lives in 
the jungle with his companions, car- 
rying on a desperate guerrilla war. On 
the eve of Surasti's wedding, he 
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chances to visit his family's home, 
where he hears of the tragedy and 
immediately goes in pursuit of her. As 
he approaches the Nawab's camp, he 
sees a pile of logs alight at one end. 
Into his ears comes a familiar voice 
reciting the japu. He rushes to the spot 
and pulls away his sister from atop 
the pyre, saying, "piari bhain, atman 
da ghat karna pap hai dear sister, to 
commit suicide is a sin." 

Once rescued, Surasti faces the 
choice of returning to her home or 
accompanying her brother to a life of 
danger in the Sikh camp. It is the lat- 
ter that naturally attracts her. "Why 
should I not serve those brave people 
who fight for righteousness?" she says. 

Why don't women ever join action 
to uphold righteousness? 

It they haven't so far, why should I 
not be the first one to fight coura- 
geously like my brother? 

The resolution is made. Very con- 
fident, Surasti mounts a horse. She 
requests her brother to hand her a 
sword. Brother and sister ride out to- 
gether, reaching the hideout at night- 
fall after surviving many a hazard. 

Early in the morning all join to pray 
to the Transcendent One. Asa ki Var 
by Guru Nanak is recited. Surasti re- 
ceives the initiatory amrita and enters 
into the Khalsahood launched by Guru 
Gobind Singh. She becomes one with 
the brothers. She is given the name 
Sundar Kaur, shortened affectionately 
to Sundari. 

Sundari is now one of those driven 
into jungle asylums by State perse- 
cution. She takes a leading role in the 
struggle for freedom and justice. As 
the story unfolds, we see her involved 
in many a hair-raising adventure. We 
see her tending the sick and wounded, 
cookind food in the camp kitchen, and 
leading worship and prayer. We hear 
her expound high minded principles 
of the faith expoused by the founder 
Guru Nanak three centuries earlier and 
we see her live up to these principles 
under the most trying conditions. Bhai 
Vir Singh's portrayal of the Sikh ethi- 
cal ideal, in this work of fiction, is a 
most comprehensive one, coming as 
it does at the beginning of the modem 
period of Sikh history. 

The Sikh moral impreative is best 
summed up in the maxim kiratkami, 
vand chakna, te nam japna, i.e. to 
labour for one's keep, to partake of 
one's food after having others share 
it, and to practise the repetition of the 
divine name. At the head of the triple 
formula is the phrase kiratkami. Kirat 



in Punjabi means the labour of one's 
hands, honest work in pursuit of one's 
living. But the term has extended im- 
plication in the Sikh worldview. It 
stresses the values of honesty and 
activity. It underscores the dignity of 
labour and deprecates parasitism. 
More significantly, it prescribes a posi- 
tive attitude toward life. Withdrawal is 
rejected; home and family are the rule. 
Janam Sakhis, life stories of Guru 
Nanak, as well as Bhai Gurdas (1551- 
1 636), famous in Sikh piety, allude to 
the Guru's visit to the mountains where 
he met Siddha ascetics sitting in a 
conclave. The Siddhas asked Guru 
Nanak how it went with the mortals 
below. To the mountains," spoke the 
Guru, "have the Siddhas escaped. 
Who will save the world?" As Guru 
Nanak says, "Living amid wife and 
children would attain release." And 
Guru Arjan says, "One can achieve lib- 
eration even as participating in life 
laughing, playing.wearing finery and 
eating delicacies." A truly religious 
person does not retire from the world 
but "battle(s) in open field with mind 
perfectly in control and heart poised 
in love, all the time." 

This is exactly what Sundari does. 
She does momentarily — and at the 
beginning of the story — contemplate 
self-immolation, but soon proclaims 
the importance of living, and thence- 
forth lives positively and authentically. 
She becomes part of the compaign 
resisting invasions, religious fanati- 
cism, and intolerance. She is a war- 
rior. Bhai Vir Singh shows her fighting 
in the historical battle of Kahnuvan 
(1746) against the troops of the gov- 
ernor of Lahore. In fierce action she 
wounds a Mughal general, the histori- 
cal Nawab Faizullah Khan. She also 
fights heroically against another his- 
torical figure, Ahmad Shah Durrani, 
who led many successive incursions 
into India. 

The fact that the novelist assigns 
this heroic role to a woman is signifi- 
cant. It dramatically reiterates the Sikh 
precept of equality between men and 
women. In the community nurtured by 
the Gurus, women were given posi- 
tions of dignity with men. Guru Nanak 
had said that women were not to be 
considered inferior in any manner, they 
were to be treated with the honour they 
were entitled to. 

Of woman are we bom, of woman 
conceived, to woman engaged, to 
woman married. Woman we befriend, 
by woman is the civilization continued. 
When woman dies, woman is sought 



for. It is by woman that order is main- 
tained. Then why call her inferior from 
whom are great men born? . 

Sundari's last exhortation to the 
members of the Jatha, the band of 
warriors, toward the end of the novel 
as she lay dying is, "Dear brothers, 
do please keep ever in mind my sub- 
mission. You must uphold the dignity 
of woman and maintain the moral re- 
finement you have displayed in your 
treatment toward me." 

Kirat also implies seva, which is 
an important concept in the Sikh sys- 
tem. Seva includes deeds of love and 
selfless service. It means contribut- 
ing the labour of one's hands to serv- 
ing fellow human beings and the 
commnity. Seva is presented as the 
highest ideal of Sikh ethics. By seva 
one cultivates humility, overcomes 
one's ego and purifies the body and 
mind. It is an essential condition of 
spiritual discipline. As the canon runs, 
by Seva alone does one earn a seat 
in the next world "fefe ^jtnr 
eW^II &H3- Xf#^ll"(>te^) 

To quote guru Arjan 

Come friends, 
come to the saint, 
let us devote ourselves to 
deeds of service. . . 
Conquer the self, 
suffering ends, 
the ego vanishes, 
We receive refuge, 
obtain honour 
and whatever we do 
bring comfort. 

Absorption in action — whatever it 
be — brings calmness and happiness. 
Engaged in it, one becomes purified 
and soothed, an active agent in pro- 
moting the welfare of society. 

Sundari's spirit of seva is the domi- 
nant key of her character. Her seva 
takes many forms. Early in the story 
as she joins the Jatha, she implores 
its members: "It is my wish that I fulfill 
my life serving the community. I 
should, if you would allow, live here 
amid my brothers. During peace I 
shall serve in the langar. When you 
go into combat, I should be in the 
ranks too." In the novel we see her 
cooking in the community kitchen, 
and nursing the sick and wounded- 
Sikhs, Hindus, Pathans, Mughals- ir- 
respective of their religion or politics. 
Many times fragments of her garments 
become bandages. This attitude is 
reminiscent of an incident from Guru 
Gobind Singh's life. One of his follow- 
ers, Bhai Kanahiya, would tend the 
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wounded on the battle- 
field, be he friend or foe. 
When " complaints 
reached Guru Gobind, 
Bhai Kanahiya explained 
that when rendering ser- 
vice to those in need, he 
saw no friend or foe but 
only the Guru's face all 
around. In the novel, 
Sundari serves not only in 
deed but also in word, as 
she sings passages from 
the Guru Granth, her 
gentle sweet voice a balm 
to the wounded. 

Another important as- 
pect of the Sikh ethical 
ideal is based on the prin- 
ciple of sharing. Just as 
a member of a family 
shares his earnings and 
goods with the others in 
the family, so should each 
Sikh, according to the 
Guru's injunction, con- 
duct himself in the larger 
family of the community. 
This principle of sharing 
underlies the institutions of sangaf and 
langar. Sangat \n the Sikh tradition is 
the fellowship of the seekers. Such 
groups and communities came into 
being in places visited by Guru Nanak 
during his extensive journeys. All 
members were equal in a sangat, 
equal partners in religious and social 
life. The same ideal of equality and 
togetherness was symbolized by the 
institution of langar (in Persian, an 
almshouse or public kitchen kept by 
a saint or dignitary for his followers 
and dependents). Guru Nanak estab- 
lished the langar or community refec- 
tory where all sat together to share a 
meal irrespective of caste, creed, or 
gender. The langaras an instrument 
of social transformation continued to 
gain in importance during the time of 
succesive Gurus. In Guru Angad's 
day, his wife Mata Khivi provided shade 
"like a thickly-leafed tree," i.e. com- 
fort to everyone, serving rich food in 
the langar. 

During the time of Guru Amar Das, 
the writ prevailed: pahilepangatpacche 
sangat-lirst pangat(the row in which 
all sit together to partake of the langar 
meal), and then sangat (i.e. meeting 
with the Guru). 

When Sundari joins the Jatha, she 
takes charge of the langarand lovingly 
prepares meals morning and evening. 
The langans not limited to the kitchen. 
For supplies, she often goes into the

forest to gather fruits and sweet roots. 
She discovers a market in the fields. 
She sells her engagement ring to buy 
food. Having taken charge of the langar 
she undertakes responsibility for the 
sangat, becoming the key figure be- 
hind the morning and evening congre- 
gations. 

Nam japna (meditating or repeat- 
ing upon the Divine Name) is the prime 
spiritual value in Sikh tradition. It is, 
at the same time, the spontaneous 
source of ethical conduct. According 
to Guru Amar Das, "Chastity, truth, 
continence are all contained in nam...." 
Bhai Vir Singh's Sundari exemplifies 
this precept. The action of the novel 
begins with her rescue from the pyre, 
as she is reciting Guru Nanak's Japu. 
The story ends with her death as she 
meditates on the Divine Word. Guru 
Nanak's words,

Through her recognition of One 
Divine Being, Sundari transcends the

This Oneness implies 
the oneness of human 
beings, be they Hindu, 
Muslim, or Sikh. In Guru 
Nanaks' words, There is 
no Hindu; there is no 
Musulman." Contempo- 
rary problems are conse- 
quences of refusal by 
people to perceive the 
One. The One reality is 
missed in the plurality of 
realities, which leads to feud. 

It is clear that Sundari is a highly 
idealized character, but this was in 
keeping with the declared object of the 
novelist to create a model character 
of Sikh virture during a time of decline. 
The Sikhs had lost hold over the teach- 
ings of their Gurus and lost their po- 
litical power to the British. Intimations 
were audible of renewal, a dual pro- 
cess in which the need to recapture 
the purity of earlier custom and pre- 
cept was as urgently advanced as the 
need to look to the future and change 
with the times. Bhai Vir Singh articu- 
lated these stirrings through book and 
tract. 

Sundari, the first book, was fol- 
lowed by two others in the same style- 
Bijay Singh and Satwant Kaur. The 
fourth book was Rana Surat Singh, an 
epic poem of great elegance and 
power, and was followed by another 
novel, Baba Naudh Singh. Women are 
the protagonists in most of his works. 
Sundari is in the line of archetypal 
women heroes of Sikh history, such 
as Mai Bhago, and has inspired 
generations of Panjabi readers with 
her qualities of dedication, daring, and 
charity.
